A charter will be presented to the 
committee by Fulton county's repre- 
sentatives which will ‘embrace the 
best features in both of the charters 
which have been submitted and which, 
it is believed, will meet with the ap- 
proval of the public. If this charter 
is recommendéd by the committee and 
is adopted by the house and the sen- 
ate, Atiznta will have a charter which, 
while containing the best features of 
a commission government, still re- 
tains popular representation. 

The compromise charter, it is un- 
derstood, will provide for a _ legisia- 
tive body of ten aldermen, one from 
each ward, to be elected by a vote of 
the entire city. There will be five 
commissioners and a mayor who will 
constitute the administrative body.

He asserted that the Christian re- 
ligion, as well as changed economic 
conditions, demands the emancipation 
of the modern women from the bonds 
with which prejudice has surrounded 
her and emphatically championed her 
right to take part equally with man in 
all matters related to her life. He 
touched sharply upon the Georgia leg- 
islature’s refusal to allow women to 
practice law in the gtate, saying that 
“it showed us to be not yet out of 
the dark ages; he described the con- 
dition which permits the payment of 
lower wages to women for the same 
class of work done by men, and gave 
it as his opinion that the equal rights 
of women with men in all things would 
establish better moral standards and 
bring about the perfect home rela- 
tion that should exist between man 
and woman. 

The title of his sermon was the “Sex 
‘War, which he says is being waged 
in the home, in religion, and in social 
and industrial life. With the Bible 
as the basis of hig address, and with 
frequent quotations to support his 
argumrent, he declared that “man must 
trust woman with everything, the bal- 
lot if need be, nor can he deny the 
right of franchise to all women, 
though he may not see the individu- 
als need to vote.” 

Modern Woman Powerless. 

In effect Dr. Stler spoke further as 
follows: 

“The modern woman stands today 
before the law as powevzvless as did the 
old Roman slave. When by death or 
chance circumstances she is deprived 
of her husband or the men of her 
family, she is absolutely without rep- 
resentation: she is still In partial slav- 
ery throughout Christendom, and the 
subjection is not a Christian one.

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ARKANSAS CHOICE 
FOR PRESIDENCY 


Will Be Determined at Pri. 
may Election, 


Unique Plan of Democrats 

Originated With Woodrow 
Wilson Club--If the Method 
Works Arkansas Will Be 
First to Adopt It. 


Little Rock, Ark., August 6.—In all 
probability the democrats of Arkansas 
will determine the .state’s choice for 
the presidential nomination at a pri- 
mary. election. This unique plan, orig- 
inating with the Woodrow Wilson Club, 
has been indorsed by the supporters 
of others mentioned in connection with 
the nomination, and members of the 
state executive committee have ex- 
pressed themselves as favorable to the 
proposal. If the plan works out, Ar- 
kansas will be the first state to adopt 
the method. Heretofore, as in other 
states, the state convention has 
the selection. 

Although party primaries will not 
be held until March 4, of next year, 
factional leaders are organizing their 
forces and a spirited campaign is in 
prospect. 

Wilson Club Busy. 

The Woodrow Wilson Club has been 
in existence for several weeks, and now 
those who espouse the cause of Gov- 
ernor Harmon, of Ohio, announce their 
organization ready to be _ launched. 
From Governor Wilson a message has 
been received stating that the indorse- 
ment of Arkansas would be gratifying. 

Guy B. Tucker, democratic national 
committeeman, however, does not sanc- 
tion the presidential primary proposi- 
tiom,. In a card addressed to the vot- 
ers he asks that it be sidetracked for 
the present, ; 

‘This early movement,” the ‘card 
reads, “in behalf of one particular in- 
dividual is evidently inspired by those 
who look upon Governor Wilson as 
the prospectivé standard bearer of the 
democratic party and are anxious to 
get in on the ground floor.” 

Nothwithstanding, alignments are 
being made and supporters of the plan 
insist that, beside state and county 
offices, the presidential nomination will 
be an issue of the March primary. 

Congressional Contests. 

Several interesting congressional 
contests are also in prospect. In the 
first district a controversy is on as to 
whether the nominee be selected at 
a blanket. primary or in district con- 
vention. Congreesman Bruce Macon is 
seeking renomination and is to be op- 
posed by former State Senator M. H. 
Patterson, of Augusta, and Prosecuting 
Attorney T. H. Carraway, of Jonesboro. 
Already five candidates have announc- 
ed that they will try for the sixth 
district nomination. Judge George M. 
Chaplaine, of Lonoke, Judge James 
Gould and T. Havis Nixon, 
Bluff, and Judge Thurston P. Farmer 
and W. H. Martin, of Hot Springs, are 
already in the field. Congressman 
Robertson, of that district, aspires to 
the gubernatorial nomination. Gov- 
ernor George W. Donaghey hase not 
announced as to whether he will seek 
re-election. Attorney General Hal T. 
Norwood is also an avowed candidate 


for governor.

Governor Brown’s Friends in 
Cobb County Insist That if 
Those Who Failed to Abide 
Primary in 1910 Are Out- 
lawed, Those Breaking Their 
Pledge in 1908 be Included. 


Marietta, Ga., August 6.—(Special.)—~ 
Former Governor Joseph M. Brown ié 
still receiving urgent requests to enter 
the race for governor io fill the unex- 
yired term that will be caused by the 
resignation of Governor and Sénator- 
elect Smith. Though they have been 
coming in for nearly a month there 
has been but slight diminution. All 
the state is represented by the, demands 
being made. His old supporters seem 
practically solid in the desire for him 
to enter the race, and added to these 
are scores of former opponents, 

The people of Cobb county are re- 
senting the action of a part of the 
county executive committee in its at- 
tempt to cast aspersions on the former 
governor with regard to the last gen- 
eral election. Some members of the 
committee voting for the condemnatory 
resolutions are said to have positively 
refused to vote for the governor when 
he was the nominee in 1908 In this 
connection, the former executive has 
received a very interesting, and at the 
same time amusing, letter from a 
prominent business man of Roswell. 
It follows: ° 

“Dear Sir: Since the Cobb county ex- 
ecutive committee passed their very 
democratic resolutions on last Satur- 
day, which no doubt were framed up 
by some of your political foes in Mari- 
etta, and offered by a member from 
Roswell, it might be well to note the 
fact that a member of this same ex- 
ecutive committee from Roswell voted 
for and used his influence for Yancy 
Carter when the general elections came 
after you had defeated ‘lis candidate 
in the primary. 

“T would fe glad for you te enter 
the race,” 

Goverrpor Brown's friends here say 
they have no objection to the line be- 
ing drawn on bolters, but will insist 
that such a rule be applied to those 
who bolted in 1908 as well as those 
who failed to abide the result of the 
primary in 1910. 

This would eliminate *t least one 
member of the Cobb county -executive 
committee and quite a number of other 
persons quite prominent in the politics 
of the county. 

They say also that the bulk of the 
voters who bolted last year opposed 
Governor Brown in the primary, and, 
having become convinced of their er- 
ror, voted for him in the election 
against his will. 

Thay say this is shown by the fact 
that in those districts and counties 
where the largest vote was polled 
against Governor Smith the majority of 
the voters had been strongest for 
Smith in the past. One.county that 
went against the nominee had gone 
for him in every primary and election 
since 1906. 
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FLEET TO GATHER . 
AT PHILADELPHIA 


Aggregation of War Vessels 
ero Be Known as Atlantic 
Reserve Fleet. 


Washington, August 6.—Next spring 
there will be concentrated at the Phil- 
adelphia Navy Yard a formidable fleet 
of battleships to be known as the 
Atlantic reserve fleet, which Will be 
kept ready for action on 24 hours’ no- 
tice. Already 11 battleships have been 
selected for this fleet. They are the 
Alabama, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kear- 
sarge, Kentucky, Maine, Massachusetts, 
Missouri, Ohio and Wisconsin. On 
board of each battleship a skeleton 
crew of 180 men will be maintained to 
keep the vessels in such condition that 
on a day’s notice they can replace any 
battleship in the Atlantic battleship 
fleet which may break down or be ia 
need of repairs.

Washington, August 6.—-Many radi- 
cal changes in the immigration law are 
provided under the terms of a general 
bill which will be introduceg in the 
senate tomorrow by Senator Dilling- 
ham, former chairman of the senate 
committee on immigration and of the 
joint immigration commission. Most 
of the innovations suggested are the 
result of the investigations of the com- 


mission. 

The measure proposes to repeal the 
Chinese exclusion laws except so far 
as they relate to naturalization. In 
their place is substituted an amend- 
ment to the general immigration law 
which provides for the exclusion from 
the United States of “persons who are 
not eligible to become citizens of the 
United States by naturalization.” 

The exclusion does not apply, how- 
ever, to government officers, travelers 
and members of the learned profes- 
sions. 

_ Tiliterates Not Eligible, 

Various features of the present Chin- 
ese exclusion laws are made applica- 
ble to all immigrants, and, except 
that manual laborers not eligible to 
citizenship by naturalization are ex- 
cluded, thé bill proposes to give As- 
jatic immigrants the same legal status 
accorded to all other immigrants. The 
only portion of the various Chinese 
exclusion laws not repealed is that 
section of the act of 1882 which pro- 
vidcg that no state or federal court 
shall admit Chinese to citizenship. 

Senator Dillingham’s bill also pro- 
vides for the exclusion from the United 
States of “all male aliens 16 years of 
age or over, who are physically capa- 
ble of reading and writing, but un- 
able to read and write in some lan- 
guage or dialect.” It provides, how- 
ever, that an admissible alien may 
bring his father or grandfather over 
55 years of age or a son not over 18 
years of age, whether such persons 
are literate or not. 

The bill makes it unlawful under 
penalty of $100 for any steamship com- 
pany to bring to the United States 
any illiterate alien of the class men- 
tioned or any alien not eligible to nat- 
uralization, 

Senator Dillingham’s bill provides 
that boards of. special inquiry regard- 
ing the admissibility of aliens shall 
be appointed by the secretary of com- 
merce and labor. Under the present 
law the boards are appointed by thd 
immigration commissioners at the va- 
rious ports. 

Contract Labor Provision, 

The contract labor provision of the 
immigration law is retained practi- 
cally in its present form, but to the 
excluded classes, “persons who have 
come in consequence of advertisements 
for manual] laborers published in a for-* 
eign country” are added. There is pro- 
vision for the criminal prosecution of 
corporations, companies or persons who 
solicit or assist in the importation of 


The provision of the present law 
which permits the importation of skilled | 
labor, if labor of a like kind unem- 
ployed can not be found in this coun- 
try, is amended so as to permit the 
secretary of commerce and labor to 
determine the necessity for such im- 
portation prior to its accomplishment. 
A fine of $400 is imposed by the bill

As a further punishment the presi- 
dent is authorized to prohibit the land- 
of passengers at United States 
ports by steamship companies violating 
this provision. : 

Authority is given for the deporta- 
tion of immigrants imprisoned for 
crime within five years after arrival 
and of. those who become a public 
charge within three years of landing. 
Immigration stations at interior points 
are provided for as a means of insur- 
ing a better distribution of immi- 
gSrants.

pointed out that with the present lack 
of facilities for safeguarding the lives 
of the swimmers, there is no guarantee 
that other drownings shall not occur. 

It is true that a special section has 
been boarded off for those who. are 
not strong swimmers and that those 
who stay within this inclosure are 
comparatively safe. Anyone who wants 
to, however, can swim in the deep 
water outside of this inclosure, and 
the venturesomeness of young boys is 
well known. To protect the lives of 
those who go outside there is but one 
guard. This guard has no regular 
boat. He has no life protectors or 
ropes to uSe in cases of emergencies. 
He has no means for resustitating 
those who have partly succumbed. 

It is pointed out that at other pop- 
ular watering places the life guards 
are not only thoroughly equipped with 
apparatus but have full authority to 


who, in their judgment, is not compe- 
tent to go beyond them. They are 
constantly stationed in boats where 
they are. able to render immediate as- 


Life preservers are placed in these 
boats and at handy places along the 
Shore. In addition, the guards have 
oxygen tanks and other remedies for 
those who have been submerged. 


Mr. Weems’ Statement. 


In connection with the drowning of 
Brownlee, T. R. Weems, swimming in- 
structor at Piedmont Park, said: “I am 
not placed at Piedmont Park as a life 
Saver, but as a swimming instructor. 
But at that, I rendered all possible as- 
sistance, and had the park been equip- 
ped with life-saving apparatus, I firm- 
ly believe that not only the body, but 
the life of the unfortunate young man 
would have been saved. My hours of 
duty at the lake are during the after- 
noon. The remainder of my time is 
spent in serving my position as di- 
rector of play grounds. I have the 
city’s entire system of play grounds 
under my direct charge, and all of my 
time eannot possibly be confined to 
Piedmont Park alone. 

“When the cry for help was heard,” 
he continued, “Roy Goree, my assistant, 
and whose position at the park is that 
of life saver, was first to reach the 
spot where Mr. Brownlee went under. 
In company with a young men who had 
been bathing in the, lake, I jumped into 
a frail canoe belonging to a private 
party. We had scarcely left the banks 
when frantic bathers overturned the 
craft, sending us all into the water. 
Hastily I threw off my clothing and 
went to the rescue in only my under- 
clothing. In these garments I worked 
for the body’s recovery. 

“When I discovered that to save the 
drowned man’s life was impossible, I 
summoned the county police and se- 
cured a serviceable boat from a private 
party. 
secured, although 1 tried. About 2 
o'clock Sunday morning the body was 
rescued.” 

Apparatus Inadequate. 

When asked in regard to the inade- 
quacy of a life-saving system at Pied- 
mont Park, Mr. Weems said: 

“The system is inadequate. Time and 
again have I asked the park board for 
apparatus, and each time it proved of 
no avail, although I was slightly re- 
lieved by being told that the place did 
need such a system. I have also asked 
the aid of individual members of the 
board, these efforts also proving fruit- 
|less. Had I secured this badly needed

Washington, August 6.—(Special.)—

all the 227 democratic members of that 
body there was not one to raise his 
voice in defense of the great Nebras- 
Kan.

Certainly noth- 
ing else that has been done will have 
more far-reaching politica) effect, for

On one side, the sea; on the other, 
sorrow; on the third, moss; on the 
fourth, a sigh,” so Palakirieff, the 
court ester of Peter the Great, de- 
scribed the locatioh of his masters 
new capital. St. Petersburg, daringly 
built on the very lips of the Neva 
river by an imperiaf decree, is thus 
surrounded by swamps, sea and for- 
ests. Even now, beneath the wheels 
of a cart on the Nevsky prospect one 
can sometimes see the moisture oozing 
up between the blocks. Oa 200 days 
of the year it either rains or snows. 
The city was built at a fearful cost of 


human lives; over 100,600 lives are 
said to have been lost in the course: 
of the early building operations, Every- 
body, peasants and noble salike, 
hated the place. Peter the Great set 
thousands, under the compulsion of! 
the knout, to bwilding dykes and driv- 
ing piles. He forbade stone to be used 
for building in any place but in his 
“naradise.” The only passport re- 
quired for admittance to the city was 
a cartload of stone. Peasants were 
herded together from the southern 
provinces and forced to go to his pet 
city and remain. St. Petersburg has 
maintained to this day her evil reputa- 
tion for glutted cemeteries. Last sum- 
mer some ten cholera victims were 
being daily carted to the burning 


ground. St. Petersburg is the unhealth- 
jest capital of Europe.—rTravel. 


Grant and Lee. 


In some respects )there are remark- 
able resemblances between Grant and 
Lee. Though one had old familly tra- 
ditions behind him and the other had 
not, both were absolutely simple, 
democratic and indifferent to fuss, pa- 
rade or show. Both were frank and 
straightforward, yet both were men of 
extreme reticence, using as few words 
as possible and only for the deliberate 
conveyance of their purposes. Both, 
under a calm, if not frigid exterior; 
covered genuine sympathy and human 
kindness. But one was a man of the 
eighteenth century, the other of the 
nineteenth, one of the old America, the 
other of the new. Grant stands for 
our modern world, with its rough, 
business habits, its practical energy, 
its desire to do things no matter how, 
its indifference to the sweet grace of 
ceremény and dignity and courtesy. 
Lee had the traditions of an older day, 
its high beliefs, its grave stateliness, 
its feeling that the way of doing a 
thing was almost as much as the 
thing done. In short, Grant's Ameri- 
ca was the America of Lincoln, Lee’s 
the America of Washington. 

Long ago Milton said that he who 
would be a great poet must make his 
own life a true poem. Lee had cer- 
tainly no care for being a great poet, 
but if ever man made his own life a 
true poem, it was he. Grant's career 
has the vigor, the abruptness, the pat- 
ness, the roughness, of a terse mili- 
tary dispatch. It fits its place and. 
fills it, and all is said. Lee’s has the 
breadth, the dignity, the majesty, the 
round and full completeness of a Mil- 
tonic epic, none the less inspiring be- 
cause its end is tragic. It was indeed 
a life lived in the grand style. Only, 
in these days so few people care for 
poetry.

Although Chief of Police Reig and 
his men, as well as Sheriff O. H. Flor- 
ence, have been searching all day for 
Arnett’s slayor no positive clue has 
been obtained. Several negroes are 
under suspicion but no arrests have 
been made, 

Arnett was employed in the Unity 
Cotton mills as were a number of his 
family of five children who, with his 
wife, survive the murdered man. Ar- 
nett is not known to have had any 
enemies among the negroes although 
it is suspected that he met with some

The advantages that lie in irrigation 
are exemplied in the highest degree 
on a little eight-acre farm operated 
near Seven Bridges, eight miles from 
Macon, by J. A. Whiteside. It is per- 
haps the ®nly irrigated farm in the 
state, the irrigation plant, which he 
installed two years ago, costing $2,- 
500, and already having paid for itself, 
Once Mr. Whiteside tried the under- 
ground system, but it was a failure. 
Now he has his pipes on the elevated 
plan, on top of posts with a main pipe 


junderground to supply the overhead 


small pipes. These pipes are perforat- 
ed at intervals, and when the water 
is forced into them by a 20-horse-pow- 
er gasoline engine the farm is drench- 
ed as if by a heavy rain. The 
system is so operated that the water 
can be made to fall on any spot in the 
garden or all over the garden, just 
as is desired. The irrigation system, 
with its numerous pipes and supports, 
resembles an immense grape-arbor, 
but it effectively keeps the blue-clay- 
ish soil of the tract in fine condition. 

Here is what Mr. Whiteside has made 
this year and what he expects to 
make: He set out an acre and a half 
in strawberry plants, and sold the 


He set out three-fourths of an acre 
in tomato plants, on which he has 
netted $300. 

He had three acres in Irish potatoes, 
but the seed were bad, and he only 
cleared $200. 

Cantaloupeg on one and a half acres 
brought him $185. _ 

He realized $250 on one and a quar- 
ter acres of cabbages. 

This was the first crop, and it to- 
talled $1,25. Im addition, he sold 
beans, turnips, onions and cabbages 
of the second crop to the extent of 
$200. And there is now growing on 
this land an acre of corn, which is 
conceded to be the finest in this part 
of the state, consisting of over $14,000 
stalks, that are expected to yield at 
least 160 bushels; with lots of beans, 
okra, squashes, lettuce and tomatoes 
interplanted. From the entire eight 
acres he expects this year to make a 
clean profit of $2,500. He will have 
some vegetables as late as Christmas, 
and others ag early aS March and Apnil 
of mext year. His farm is be.ng v.s- 
fted in large numbers by the planters 
and farmers of this section, as it is an 
object lesson and a treat to them.

Why not shut out western corn and thus capitalize a large 
portion of Georgia’s agricultural energy that is now either lost or 
applied in a less effective and less productive direction than the 
gfowing of corn and other needed home supplies? 

Prevention of pellagra may readily and properly be taken as 
good reason for inhibition against a dangerous product, but at the 
same time another forceful and impelling cause- may be found in 
the stimulation of Georgia agricultural energies toward the more 
extensive growing of a now too much neglected and important arti- 
cle of everyday consumption. 

Georgia’s average corn yield per acre has doubled within the 
last few years, and yet there has been comparatively small increase 
in the acreage. Incentive has been lent to corn production through 
the establishment of boys’ corn clubs and the offer of prizes for the 
best acre’s yield. Counties over the state are boasting here and 
there of corn fields yielding a hundred or more bushels to the acre. 
Still, hundreds of thousands of bushels of corn are being imported 
into Georgia every year to supply a staple and essential article of 
food for man and beast. 

Georgia can and should raise every bushel of the corn needed 
in this state and more too, upon her own soil, and still not inter- 
fere with agricultural production in any other direction. At home, 
under state regulation and requirement, it could be properly cured 
and all danger of the ptomaine poison said to be responsible for 
pellagra removed. 

There is a chance here for a splendid legislative investment in 
home industry. Prevention of pellagra furnishes the cause and 
stimulation of agricultural effort, along needed and profitable lines, 
the incentive. 

Combine the two and there 1s a chance to build up a Georgia 
industry that will mean millions of dollars ‘annually to the state. 
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CHAIRMAN JUDSON C. CLEMENTS, WORKER.

A dry statement of the tremendous volume of work discharged 
by the commission can give the average man only a vague idea of 
the scope and importance of the |\commission’s vast labors. 

A recent statement shows that since 1906, when the Hepburn 
rate law was passed, the commission has considered 3,135 com- 
plaints and rendered 2,000 decisions. For the twenty years previous 
to that time only 393 reports had! been rendered. - 

Chairman Clements has made'a record of industry, of efficiency 
and honest administration that has challenged the admiration of 
the entire country. 

It is a matter of pride to Georgians that his earliest trainifig 
in the field in which he has risen|to the most eminent place in the 
United States was secured in the halls of the Georgia legislature.

Pennsyjvania Train Leaves 
Rails While Running at 
Great Speed. — 


— 


Chicago, August 6.—One hundred and 
twenty-five passengers on the Pennsyl- 
vania 18-hour train which left here at 
®°:45 o’clock for New York were fright- 
ened, but uninjured, when the engine, 
tender and baggage car jumped the 
track, while going at full speed be- 
tween Indiana Harbor and Buffington, 
Indiana, today. 

The engine and tender broke from 
the train when the engineer applied 
the emergency brakes, and, leaving 
the rails, plunged down an embank- 
ment. The train stopped with a jerk 
that threw the passengers from their 
seats, but remained upright on the 
tracks. The baggage car, immediately 
behind the tender, left the tracks, but 
did not over-turn. 


The fireman jumped when the engine 
left the rails, and was hurt severely. 
The engineer stuck to his engine and 
went into the ditch with it, in some 
manner escaping serious injury. 

The total delay to the fast train be- 
cause of the accident was two hours. 
A careful investigation failed to re- 
veal any cause of the tender leaving 
the track and railroad men seemed un- 
able to explain how it occurred. 

The accident happened shortly be- 
fore 3:30 o'clock, when the train had

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ENDS CAR STRIKE 


Traffic Resumed in Des Mpines 
After Short Tie-Up 


For First Time in History of 
Country Mandate of Court 
Puts End to What Gave In- 
dication of Being Bitter 
Struggle. 


Des Moines, Iowa, August 6.— 
Promptly at & o’clock this afternoon, 
street car traffic was resumed in Des 
Moines, and the forty-hour strike was 
terminated. 

For the first time in the history of 
the country the order of a court has 
put an end to what gave every indica- 
tion of being one of the bitterest 
struggles ever waged between organ- 
ized labor and capital. 

The mandate issued by Judge Law- 
rence DeGraff, of the district court last 
night, was promptly obeyed by the Des 
Moines City Railway company amd the 
carmen’s union, and while there is am- 
ple prospect of a fight later in the 
courts, an injunction has temporarily 
restored nearly 600 conductors and 
motormen to their original positions. 

Crews Greeted With Cheers. 

The scenes attending the resumption 
of traffic rivaled those of Friday 
night, when the men turned the cars 
in. The streets in the vicinity of the 
central waiting room at Sixth and 
Mulberry were thronged for nearly 
three hours before the time set for 
the first car to pass. 

When extras announced that the first 
car had left the Twenty-fourth street 
barn, enthusiasm began to show itself 
and it was not long before the first 
cars on every line had reached the sta- 
tion. 

Each of the crews as they came up 
were greeted with cheers. By six 
o’clock traffic had almost resumed its 
normal condition. 

New Mode of Handling Disagreements. 

That a new method of handling? la- 
bor difficulties has been discovered, 
which the statement of N. T. Guerney, 
attorney for the street car company, 
tonight, following the acquiescence of 
the company in Judge DeGraff’s order. 
His clients, for the present, are willing 
to abide by it, leaving till later trial 
of the case on its merits. 

Fred Fey, of Ypsilanti, Michigan, in- 
ternational board member of the Am- 
algamated Association of Street and 
Electric Railway Employees of Ameri- 
ca, who conducted the brief strike, was 
much pleased with the turn of events. 
The intervention of the court was ac- 
ceptable because it gave to the union 
exactly what it had asked. 

This was the reinstatement of Con- 
duetor Benjamin A. Hyatt, whose re- 
cent discharge without an investiga- 
tion led to the trouble, and the order 
that arbitration must decide whether 
or not he is to remain with the com- 
pany. 

Hyatt was one of the first men out 
of the Twenty-fourth street barn this 
afternoon. 

What Order Means. 

The suit in equity which terminated 
the strike was brought by the city 
of Des Moines, through its city coun- 
cillors, H. W. Byers and Robert O, 
Brenna, upon the order of the city 
council late last night. A hearing to 
determine whether the injunction shall 
be made permanent probably will be 
had tomorrow. 

N. T. Guerney, attorney for the 
company, on behalf of Manager J. R. 
Harrigan, discussed the ‘legal phase 
of ‘settling strikes, in the following 
statement, which he gave the Ass0o- 
ciated Press: 

“We hope the city is right with re- 
gard to this order,” he said. “M it 
stands it means that a public service 
corporation, having a contract with a 
labor union, has a right to go into 
court and secure a mandatory injunc- 
tion prohibiting the labor union from 
and requiring it, in case a 
strike has been called, to rescind the 
order calling the strike. It is obvious 
that i¢ this is a law, a way has been 
pointed out for handling these labor 
difficulties which will be more econo- 
mical and efficient than any method, 
that has yet been suggested.”

COTTON MARKET. 


VERY UNSETTLED 


Battle Royal of Great Opera- 
{ors Is Imminent 


Until Fresh Developments of 
Great Strength “Sweep the 
Market There Will Be Much 
Manipulation and Shearing 
of Many Lambs. 


New Orleans, August 6.—The cotton 
market this week promises to be an 
unsettled affair. Some of the largest 
operators in the cotton world have 
taken opposite sides of the market and 
a battle royal of wits and money is 
apparently to be waged between them. 
Manipulation will be in evidence for 
some time to come; until fresh devel- 
opments of great strength swoop the 
market from the grasp of manipula- 
tors, at any rate. The manipulation 
that will undoubtedly be carried on 
will be the downfall of many a small 
trader who carries too much cotton. 

In the immediate future the market 
will be less inclined to pay attention 
to the legitimate features of the mar- 
ket than to the more showy features, 
such as buying or selling of huge 


for the purpose of swinging the mar- 
ket half a cent a pound one way or 
another. 

Up to the middle of this last week, 
the market was technically very strong, 
owing to the large short interest it 
carried. This interest was, to a great 
extent, run in. Because of this the 


| 


market this coming week will need 
more support from the long side. 
Reports Less Favorable. 

Memphis, August 6—The Commer- 
cial-Appeal tomorrow will say: Crop 
reports. are less uniformly favorable 
than heretofore. Excessive rain has 
fallen in the Mississippi Valley states 
and in OKlahoma, while North and 
South Carolina have suffered from 
drouth and shedding. Boll worms, army 
worms and caterpillars have appeared 
in many counties in Texas, Mississippi 
and Alabama, and the excess of mois- 
ture for the season makes some of the 
planters fear rust and blight and an 
excess of plant growth. These condi- 
tions make the situation rather less 
satisfactory, but the outlook is still 
excellent as the damage from these 
troubles has not been heavy. 

The plant has grown large and 
seems very healthy in all states save 
the drouthy districts of the two Caro- 
linas, and a little portion of northern 
Texas. It has taken fruit well and if 
the present crop set on the stalk is 
matured the yield will be a large one, 
while it is still setting and making 
bolls in a thoroughly normal way. 

Picking has been delayed by the 
abundant moisture supply and the crop 
will not move as early as expected in 
the central and eastern states for this 
reason. 

Boll weevil damage ‘thas been very 
slight up to the present and the crop 
in the infested districts promises to 
turn out well 

A gradual return 
weather is desirable. 

Caterpillars In Alabama?) 

Montgomery, Ala, August 6.—There 
are few counties in Alabama where the 
cotton crop is not being seriously dam- 
aged by the caterpillar or cotton worm. 
Reports to The Advertiser from nearly 
every county in the state indicate the 
ravages of this pest, which seems to 
have sprung up over night in enormous 
quantities. Following a season of heavy 
rains, which comes right after a long 
drouth, the weed began to grow by 
leaps and bounds, producing an un- 
usually large ‘stalk at the expense of 
fruit. Right on top of these rains 
came another hot spell, which has caus- 
ed the bolls to fall off and has also 
aided the worms in their attack. The 
extent of the damage so far done 
cannot now be estimated. Farmers 
everywhere are being aroused to the 
danger and are sending to the market 
for paris green with which to sprinkle 
their crops. In many cases it has rot 
been possible to buy it. 

August is the month of months when 
the crop is made or fails in Alabama. 
The glowing prospects of three weeks 
back has been somewhat dulled, but if 
the caterpillar can be checked now 
and the season the remainder of the 
month holds fair, a larger yield than 
usual will be made, 

Already, picking has begun in the 
southern part of the state and in some 
counties the gins are working. Bolls 
are opening slowly, and the work of 
gathering the crop will proceed tardily 
until the first of September. It will 
be late in that month before the ex- 
treme northern counties will begin 
gathering the fiber.

MARKED REACTION 
IN SECURITIES 


Active Issues Recede from 
5 to 10 Points, 


rn 
Government Policy 
Corporation Cited as Influ- 
ence on Stocks--Occult Causes 
at Work Beyond Obvious 
Factors in Business. 


New York, August 6—Marked reac- 
tion was shown by the securities mar- 
ket last week, prices receding from 5 
to 10 points or more tc a number of 
active issues. The extent of the pres- 
sure gave rise to the belief that some 
occult causes were at work beyond the 
obvious factors in business, industry 
and agriculture. 

It was assumed, for one thing, that 
speculative overextension was in 
course of correction, both in stocks 
and commodities. Some of the selling 
was ascribed to cotton market sources, 
and the violent rebound in the price of 
that commodity later suggested the re- 
lief secured for that market. 

Another source of financial pressure 
was the policy of the Paris money 
market to strengthen its reserves by 


‘calling home foreign eoredit. This pol- 
lines of contracts by the big traders! 


icy has been in force toward the Ger- 
Man money market ever since the Mo- 
roccan question became acute. The ef- 
fect was gaid to have extended to the 
New York market last week in the form 
of calls on a speculative group which 
borrowed money in Paris. 

Government’s Policy Affects Market. 

Government policy toward corpora- 
tions was cited as an influence on the 
stock market. The heavy fall in quo- 
tations for Standard Oil and American 
Tobacco shares attracted fresh atten- 
tion to the consequences of the 
forcement of the anti-trust laws. Steps 
which have been *aken by those cor- 
porations toward compliance with the 
supreme court ruling against them 
threw the minority into much confu- 
sion of mind as to their position under 
the proposed plans. The condition in 
which these corporations find them- 
selves ig taken’ to point the way to re- 
sults in other cases. 

The activity of various government 
departments toward corporations keeps 
alive expectation of these results. The 
question of the standing of the National 
City Company and its holdings of shares 
in other banks has brought the leading 
financial institutiong of the country 
into the scope of this influence. 

Railroad Earnings Irregular. 

Reports of railroad earnings for 
June brought under review railroad re- 
sults for the six months andthe fiscal 
year. The results prove to be irregu- 
lar, as shown in the returns even of 
roads in the same field. An increase 
in gross earnings for the year by Atch- 
ison, with a good part of the increase 
conserved in net, contrasts with heavy 
falling off in gross, and is aggravated 
in the net decreases of the Harriman 
lines. New York Central, for. six 
months, lost but @ small proportion in 
gross, but reduces net by additional 
operating cost, while Pennsylvania's 
Severe contraction in gross is modified 
in the net by cutting down the cost 
to the extent of half the gross de- 
crease. Railroad officials speak in 
tones, of conservative hopefulness of 
the future. 

The crop prospects continue a domi- 
nant factor on estimates of values. 
The government report on cotton am- 
ply confirmed the feeling of confidence 
regarding that crop. Wheat and corn 
were affected by persistent reports of 
damage in the northwest and by in- 
sufficient moisture for corn. 

Trade and industrial reports were 
“spotty.” Advices of mill resumption 
in New England were mixed with 
those of further curtailment there and 
in the south. Increased sales and 
growing mill activity are reported in 
steel, but their influence last week 
was qualified by a@ yielding tendency 
in prices of sOMe grades.

AUTO REPAIRER 
HELD AS BANDIT 


James Mayes Is Under Arrest 
at Portland,

Salt Lake City, Utah, August 6,—

Two Birds. 
(From The Independent.) 

One of the saddest records of the 
year 1910 is the death of the only 
male passenger pigeon known to exist 
in the United States. One female is 
known to exist, now about eighteen 
years old. There were four in Mil- 
waukee two years ago and three in 
Cincinnati. The former are all dead 
and only one of the latter survives. 
Occasionally we hear of a flock of 
these pigeons in some remote corner, 
but it turns out to be mourning doves 
or something else in the pigeon line. 
Some of us can remember when this 
bird migrated by the millions. There 
seemed to be no end of them as they 
flew north in April. The sky was of- 
ten darkened with them at midday. 
From earliest morning until darkness 
at night flock after flock flew over. 

Mr. 
agent of the Audubon societies, recalls 
the fact that 80 tons of these pigeons 
were sent from one county in New 
York state, to be marketed in New 
York city, in the spring of 1849, and 
that at least 300 tons were dispatched 
from one town in Michigan in 1878. 
From another town we have the record 
of nearly 12,000,000 being shipped in- 
side forty days. During two succeed- 
ing years 15,840,000 were shipped from 
another town. It did not seem then 
to be within the possibilities that the 
passenger pigeons could be obliterated. 
The lesson is a severe one and it is 
serious, .for our recklessness accomp- 
lished the undesirable fact, and now 
we have just one survivor of this su- 
perb bird. The buffaloes are gone, 
and the passenger pigeons, and the 
are some hundred thousand guns un- 
dertaking to sweep out that most use- 
ful of all our birds, Bob White. 

Bob White is the cheerful and fa- 
miliar name given to a bird that Is, 
all in all, the most important that we 
have in America. We are told by the 
educational leaflet of the Audubon so- 
cleties that not a single record can 
be found where this bird has done 
harm to the farmer. It possibly may 
destroy a few useful insects, but it 
does such wonderful work in destroy- 
ing the hurtful that we can very well 
spare the few that are of some value 
It eats potato beetles, cucumber 
beetles, wire worms, weevils, including 
the cotton boll weevil; grasshoppers,

chinch bugs, squash bugs and cater- 
pillars, and where you let Bob White 
run free and fearless he will neariv 
put an end to the existence of these 
pests. One of the teachers at Clark 
University gives as a single meal of 
one of these birds 100 chinch bugs, 12 
squash bugs, 2,500 plant lice, 39 grass- 
hoppers, 12 army worms, 568- mos- 
quitoes, 8 white grubs, and 101 potato 
beetles. 

What better friend than this could 
a farmer ask for? Our Bob will do 
for us what domestic fowls will not 
do, not a single tribe among them, for 
they will not eat potato bugs, and 
rarely squash bugs. It 18 said to be 
a fact that 400,000 sportsmen annually 
go out of our cities to scour the coun- 
try, for the fun of killing Bob Whites, 
A good many farmers rent their lands 
\for hunting grounds to this worthless 
lot of tourists. In this way farm 
taxes are paid, and it is said that in 
some parts of the country the educa- 
tion of children, beside other extrane- 
ous expenses, is paid for by Bob 
White. Beside his value as a scaven- 
ger and farm glly, this bird is a de- 
lightful companion and friend. Ex- 
isting all the way from Canada to the 
Gulf of Mexico, where undisturbed he 
becomes a semi-domestic friend, you 
will heaf him from early in the morn- 
ing till night, calling as he works, in 
his cheerful way, and not unwilling to 
come around your doorsteps for a bit 
of additional food. The birds of a 
covey are very fond of each other, 
conversing in a tender and twittering 
tone. They sleep in a circle, with their 
heads out to watch for danger. They 
have @ marvelous power of self-con- 
cealment, and that is the only reason 
why they multiply in spite of human 
beings. 

Bob has never been known to disturb 
fruit, or in any way to damage a 
grain crop, but he does destroy a vast 
amount of weed seed. One of our 
best observers computes that the Bob 
Whites of Virginia and North Carolina 
consume annually 1,341 tons of weed 
seeds, beside eating 340 tons of insects. 
It is time the American people waked 
up to the immnese value of this bird. 
All that has ben done so far has been 
to limit the hunting sea , and in 
North Carolina only, game preserves 
give him better protection. Artificial 
}production has become an absolute ne- 
cessity, or we shall lose the one most 
important friend that man has left ia 
the feathered kingdom.

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HOW TO CLEAN 
EVENING SCARF. 


By Nora Johnson. 

It is often a problem how to restore 
the first fresh prettiness to these 
much-used articles when once they get 
soiled. Whether they be of the filmy 
spider-web-like texture, whicu means 
our best and daintiest, or those more 
used and more durable knitted ones of 
wool or silk. If of the first mentioned 
variety—namely, the chiffon like silk- 
en scarf—place it (first having folded 


water over it, and pat gently with che 
hands (use no soap or powder), chang- 
ing the water and keeping it the same 
temperature until there is no trace of 
soil. Then lay the scarf, if a white or 
cream colored, into another basin of 
lukewarm water, to wnich hag been 
added a cupful of skim milk, let it re- 
main thus for ten or fifteen minutes, 
then hang out dripping, and the crisp, 
silky freshness will be in evidence 
again, to the owner's gratification. If 
scarf is a dark one, do not use milk, 
but put a little sugar in the last water 
as it freshens the colors. A scarf of 
beautiful old lace needs no/other treat- 
ment than the above mentioned sweet

milk and water bath to cleanse, and 
give it that rich, creamy tint so much 
desired. 


the milk in each water through which 
it is washed. 
The scarf should be first basted upon 


stretch or tnjure the lace during the 
cleansing process, and it should re- 
main on the muslin until perfectly 
dry. 

The woolen scarf, if one wishes, can 
be very sucessfully dry cleaned., Use 
pure cornstarch, rubbing it thoroughly 
into the article, then shaking out the 
soiled particles of starch and repeat- 
ing the process unt!] the starch thus 
used does not look dirty. 

If one prefers to wash these arti- 
cles this must be done with as little 
handling as possible !f one wishes 
pleasing results; in fact, they can only 
be washed satisfactorily by putting 
them into a small tubful of warm, 
soapy water, and washing gently with 
the hands without lifting the article 
out of the water while doing s80, as 
lifting it up or above the water wet 
and heavy as it Is, stretches it out of 
shape and gives it an ill-washed look 
that no amount of later treatment can 
efface. When clean do not hang it up 
to dry, as this also has a tendency to 
pull it out of shape, but spread it 
out flat on some smooth surface, let- 


ting it remain till dry.

If now both houses will pass 
these bills, pass a wise compulsory 
education law which is just as string- 
ent a mé@asure as can be made operative 
and make liberal appropriations for 
the common schools, for agricultural

Silver is a metal that has its prob- 
lems. The tarnishability of silver, par- 
ticularly to people who live in the 
smoke-enveloped cities of the present 
day, is a time and muscle consuming 
annoyance. It is not surprising, then, 
that a prominent company manufac- 
turing silverware should inquire as to 
the possibility of adding small quan- 
tities of other elments to silver, with 
the idea of lessening or eliminating its 
tendency to tarnish. So far as the 
writer is aware, no work of any kind 
whatever has been carried on with 
such an idea in view, and it thus cer- 
tainly offers opportunities of distinct 
promise. 

It is extraordinary, the diversity of 
demands made by manufacturers for 
a really resistive enamel with which 
to coat their wares, and 
equally extraordinary is the entire 
inability of manufacturers of enamels 
to respond to their demands. One man- 


ufacturer desires an enamel for coat- | 
ing the malieable iron shells used on! 


the Bunsen burners employed in incan- 
descent ga@s-lighting mechanisms. The 
enamel used is destroyed by oxidation 
and by the ammonia and sulphur found 
in the gas.

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Margaret Fuller--A Puritan 
Disciple of Goethe. 


(From :-Current Literature.) 

Margaret Fuller was the first trans- 
lator, interpreter and critical defender 
of Goethe .in.America, and Professor 
Frederick A. Braun claims, in his in- 
teresting study, “Margaret Fuller and 
Goethe,” that.far from being a leader 
in the Transcendental Movement of 
New England, as is generally accepted, 
she was, to use her own phrase, “Ger- 
manico, not Transcendental.” Nor was 
she “Germanico” only; this student of 
her philosophy asserts that from the 
time she began.to read German, at 
the age of twenty-two, her swhole life 
and thought were dominated by Goe- 
the. She called him “Parent,” “Mas- 
ter,” “The Great Sage.” She defended 
him morally against the attacks of 
Emerson and Longfellow; and thus, in 
Professor Braun’s opinion. It was 
through the influence of this vital 
high-souled Puritan that Goethe be- 
came a liberating power in the “storm 
and stress’ period of American litera- 
ture. Whether or not, in his enthusi- 
asm, Professor Braun over-emphasizes 
what was, after all, only an’ important 
phase in Margaret Fuller’s develop- 
ment (she died at the age of forty), 
his book ‘is of very special interest. 
It comes, moreover, aS a centenary 
tribute; for Margaret Fuller was born 
@ little over a hundred years ago, 
May 23, 1810. 

Her early environment in Cambridge, 
Mass.. was Puritanical in the extreme. 
Her father, a lawyer and politician— 
“a man of business even in literature,” 
to quote the daughter—was her in- 
structor. He put his prodigy through 
an intellectual forcing process which 
seriously impaired her health and re- 
sulted in such priggishness that her 
true life, as she expressed it, was 
always more or less “secluded and 
veiled over by a thick curtain of avail- 
able intellect.’ 

At the age of six. she was studying 
Latin; and by twenty-two had covered 
“more or less thoroughly.” says Pro- 
fessor Braun, French, Spanish and 
Italian literatures, besides dipping 
somewhat into Greek and, philosoghy.” 
Then she took up German, self-taught 
except in pronunciation; and three 
months later, we are told, she was 
reading with ease the masterpieces of 
German literature. It was a time of 
awakening enthusiasm for German 
scholarship in Harvard College, and 
Margaret Fuller came in close contact 
with the distinguished men who were 
doing most to rouse the new spirit. 
They regarded Goethe particularly “as 
a liberator of the soul from the tyran- 
ny of intellectual knowledge.” Even 
Bmerson acknowledged that his was 
“the pivotal mind in modern litera- 
ture.” As for Margaret Fuller, “she 
was practically re-cauucateda, mind and 
soul,” writes Professor Braun, 


As the earlier separated American 
types are becoming centralized into 
one type, so the American negro, al- 
ready possessed of many of the men- 
tal and emotional characteristics of 
our nation, has become so important- 
ly different from his African ancestor 
that to call him a plain Ethiop would 
not be touching the point. He is al- 
ready an American citizen Who knows 
what he will be six generations hence?

J. M. Synge and the Ireland 
‘ of His Time. 


Synge seemed by nature unfitted to 
think a political thought, and with 
the exception of one sentence, spoken 
when I first met him in Paris, that 
implied some sort of nationalist con- 
viction, Il cannot remember that he 
spoke of the politics or showed any 
interest in men in the mass, or in any 
subject that is studied through ab- 
stractions and statistics. Unlike those 
whose habit of mind fits them to judge 
of men in the mass, he was wise in 
judging individual men, and as wise 
in dealing with them as the faint 
energies of ill-health would permit; but 
of their political thoughts he long 
understood nothing. Yet, I doubt if 
he would have written at all if he 
did not write of Ireland, and for it, 
and I know that he thought creative 
art could only come from such pre- 
occupation. 
He did not bring out of the strug- 
gle with himself any definite philoso- 
phy,: for philosophy In the common 
meaning of the world is created out 
of anxiety for sympathy or obedi- 
ence, and he was that rare, that dis- 
tinguished, that most noble thing, 
which of all things still of the world 
is nearest to being sufficient to it- 
self, the pure artist. Sir Philip Sydney 
complains of those who could hear 
“sweet tunes” (by which he under- 
stands could look upon. his lady) and 
not be stirred to “ravishing delight.” 
“Or if they do delight therein, yet are 
so closed with wit, 

As with sententious lips to set a title 
vain on it; 

Oh let them hear these sacred tunes, 
and learn in Wonder’s schools 

To be, in things past bonds of wit, fools 
if they be not fools!” 

Ireland for three generations has 
been like those ochurlish logicians. 
Everything is argued over, everything 
has to take its trial before the dull 
sense and the hasty judgment, and 
the character of the nation has so 
changed that it hardly keeps but 
among eountry people, or where some

Editor of Farms and Farmers 
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FEEDING THE CROP OR PLOWING 
IT UNDER. 

In @ very interesting editorial in the 
issue of The Progressive Farmer for 
July 29, Dr. Tait Butler seemed in- 
clined, at the outset, to favor the prac- 
tice of plowing under a legume crop 
rather than feeding it to animals. But 
in his concluding paragraphs he says: 

“But, as stated, stable manure has 
a fertilizer value not measured by the 
Plant food it contains, nor by its 
humus-forming materials. There is in 
it a bacteria! value which has not yet 
been accurately measured and which 
chemists in dealing with this question 
have overlooked. If our soil fertility 
were, as one chemist asserts, a ques- 
tion purely of chemistry and mathe- 
matics, then all the loss of plant foods 
and humas-forming materials result- 
ing from feeding a crop should be 
chargeq up against that method of 
handling the crop, but that is mani- 
festly a mistatement of facts for 
rhetorical effect. In view ,of these 
facts it is perhaps only fair to state

to get a hydraulic ram or a Kerosene 
engine. Would I have to have a tank 
or reservoir and how large would be 
the best place to locate it, close to the 
spring or back on the hill? Do you 
think I have got enough of water? 
How do they get it distributed over 
the field?

Answer—It is not practicable to 
give more than answers to specific 
questions in a miatter of this sort. If 
you can form a 50 to 100 thousand 
gallon reservior near your spring by 
an excavation or a dam, it would be 
better to install. a gasoline engine 
and pump and force the water direct- 
ly from such reservoir to the irriga- 
tion ditches. By this plan you ar 
utilize all. of the water supplied by the 
spring. On the other hand, if you re- 
ly upon a ram you would have to con- 
sume the greater part of the water in 
merely operating the ram, and would 
be obliged to construct a tank or sur- 
face reservoir on the highest point, 
and distribute the water by gravity.

that when a soil is in so great need of 
humus that it will not produce a 
profitable crop, then any legumes 
that may be grown on it should be 
planted under. , . On the other hand, 
when the crop can be harvested, fed 
to good live stock and the manure re- 
turned to the land it will usually pay 
best to make hay and feed the crops 
grown on medium to good land. If 
the crop can be harvested by the live 
stock, or if it can be fed on the land, 
then we think it would always be best 
to feed the crop than to plow it under 
direct for fertilizer.” 

After reading the above quoted clos- 
ing paragraph I breathed easier, for I 
was a little afraiq that Dr. B. was go- 
ing to advocate, in general, the plow- 
ing under of crops rather than feed- 
ing them. I agree with him cordially 
and have often argued against the idea 
of turning under a forage crop— 
whether legume or not legume—usual- 
ly admitting that if less than half a 
ton of hay would result from mowing 
the crop, it would be better to turn 
it under, or graze it off, the live stock 
doing the grazing to remain in pas- 
ture day and night. 

But land that is in “so great need 
of humus that it will not produce a 
profitable crop” is also too poor to 
Plant in any crop without a liberal 
amount of fertilizer. It is a “mighty 
slow’’ process—xgranting that is “sure,” 
to seek to bring up the fertility of a 
poor soil by planting any crop what- 
ever on it without a liberal dose of 
acid phosphate and potash (if a le- 
sume) and, in addition, nitrogen if the 
crop be not a legume. I think one of 
the common mistakes made by farmers 
is the sowing of peas on ordinary soil 
without any fertilizer. It is an old 
saving, “so poor that it will not sprout 
cowpeas,” the inference being that 
cowpeas will qo well enough on ordi- 
nary soil without’ § fertilizer. Forty 
years ago I found that cowpeas re- 
sponded wonderfully to an applica- 
tion of 200 or 300 pounds of acid 
phosphate and 100 to 150 pounds of 
kainit. 

My favorite advice to farmers who 
wish to bring into profitable cultiva- 
tion an old, “wornout” soil is to sow 
first, and in the fall, a crop of small 
grain, well fertilized, follow with a 
crop of cowpeas, also phosphated and 
potashed; convert the vines into hay 
or pasture off with live stock night 
ang day, follow immediately with a 
cover crop of vetch oi rye to be 
lightly grazed during late winter and 
early spring, to be turned under in 
March or April, and tathen follow with 
a liberally fertilized crop of cotton. 
If desperately poor land I would grow 
two crops of smal) grain and peas in 
succession and.then pfant in cotton and

Never use 
more at a time than what would lie 
on a dime. When burned down below 
the skin apply the healing lotion ag 
before. By keeping the center lower 
than the surrounding parts the skin 
will grow over it, leaving no bunch or 
blemigh.

A. P. Etheridge, Putnam, Ala.—l 
will ask you for some advice. I have 
a colt 3 years old that has been raised 
on'the range, and he has become lame 
in both front feet. He first got’ lame 
in one foot, but in about three days 
he was lame in both feet alike. His 
feet and legs are not swollen any. He 
sets his feet away out in front of him 
when he tries to walk. His bowels act 
all right, but his urine is a MIittle 
milky. His appetite is good, and seems 
to be pert. He was never taken off 
of the range until he got lame. Any 
information will be appreciated. 
* Answer—From your description— 
which is by no means complete—I can 
only suggest that your colt has either 
rheumatism, or is foundered in the 
fore feet. It founded, the animal will 
manifest pain when tapped lightly 
with a hammer, or your knife Nandle, 
on the hoofs. It is hard to believe that 
he was foundered from overeating, but 
there are a number of other causes of 
founder. I suggest the following com- 
bined treatment: Give a drench of one 
pint of raw linseed oil and 15 drops 
of croton oil. Follow this by giving 
saltpeter in 1-3 ounce dosés twice a 
day in the drinking water. Make a 
boot for each fore foot and partly fill 
each boot with a hot bran mash, and 
cover it with dry bran and tie around 
the fetlock. Wet it several times dur- 
ing the day and change completely 
once a day. Keep it up until all sore- 
ness. is removed.

H had to do 
some heavy plowing in the ring, but 
for the past six weeks has done almost 
nothing. 

l would thank you for any informa- 
a as to what ails him and its rem- 
edy. 

Answer—tThe constant flow of tears 
from the eyes with no indications of 
inflammation in those organs may be 
caused by an obstruction in the lach- 
rymal duct, which, under normal con- 
ditions, conveys the tears from the 
eye to the floor of the nasal cham- 
ber in the lower part of the nostril. 
This duct is sometimes obstructed by 
dry muco-purulent matter close to its 
lower opening, on the removal of 
which tears may begin to flow. This 
condition implies an inflammation of 
the duct, which may be helped by oc- 
casional sponging out of the nostril 
with warm water and an application 
of the same to the face. Another rem- 
edy is the feeding of warm bran 
mash from a nose bag, so that the re- 
laxing effects of the water vapor may 
be secured. 

The rubbing of the rump against the 
stall or fence is a pretty strong evi- 
dence of intestinal worms—probably 
pin worms. For this specious injections 
into the rectum of tobaco infusion or 
infusion of quassia chips, % pound to 
the gallon of Water, once or twice 
daily for a few days, followed by a 
cathartic, 1% pints of raw linseed oil. 
Then give a course of tonics, say % 
ounce Peruvian bark gentian, ginger, 
quassia, etc., twice a day in the feed, 
or as a drench.

I experienced a lit- 
tle something about it last fall. While 
making syrup I air-tighted some and 
some I dig not. The syrup that was 
air-tight Sia not sugar, but the rest 
aid. If air-tighting syrup will not 
keep it from sugaring, is there any 
other “way to prevent it. As I nnot 
air-tight it all, I will thank yo rery 
much for the information. 

Anewer—I presume you are writing 
about sorghum cane, as you are too 
far north to grow the regular tropi- 
cal cane profitably. You have con- 
ceived the idea that “straining” the 
juice and “filtering” the same are two 
distinct and essentially different 
operations, which is not true. “Filter- 
ing’ is the laboratory or scientific 
term for the very same operation that 
farmers and housewives call “strain- 
ing.” By “tare” sack (so I read it) I 
presume you mean an ordinary gunny 
sack. This does very well, especially 
if doubled, for merely straining (fil- 
tering) the juice, but a thick woolen 
blanket is better for straining the 
syrup into the barrels as it comes from 
the evaporator. 

There is no practicable way to pre- 
vent the syrup from sugaring except- 
ing to take care not to boil it too 
low, unless you resort to some acid. 

Pure sugar syrup is a saturated s0- 
lution of sugar in water, that is, the 
water contains as much, or nearly as 
much, sugar as it will nold in solu- 
tion while hot. If this hot solution of 
sugar (syrup) be permitted to cool 
slowly the excess of sugar will be 
thrown down in solid form. If it is 
regular sugar cane the sugar thrown 
down will be in grains, or granulated. 
If it be sorghum it will be solid but 
not crystallized or grained, because 
most of the sugar in sorghum syrup 
is not what we cal] “cane sugar,” bpt 
is glucose, or “grape” sugar, which 
does not crystallize into grains. Sorg- 
hum syrup contains but little real cane 
sugar, but is nearly all glucose (some- 
times called “grape” sugar). If a well- 
boiled syrup be exposed to the air the 
water contained in it = will slowly 
evaporate (go off as vapor) until there 
will not be enough water to hold all 
the sugar in solution and it—-the 
sugar—will be thrown down. You

Fulton, Mo,, August 6.—What coun- 
ty authorities believe to be a plot 
for the wholesale poisoning of chil- 
dren has been unearthed at Concord, 
in CaHoway county, and as a result 
two men and a woman were arrested 
there today by order of the prosecut- 
ing attorney and brought to Fulton 
to be arraigned. The persons arrest- 
ed are Lee Boyd, a farmer, his wife, 
Mrs. Anna Boyd, and Jefferson Woods, 
a horse dealer. 

The children whose lives were en- 
dangered belong ‘to families whose 
members testified in a slander suit re- 
cently brought by Mrs. Boyd against 
Dr. W. B. Ellis, a physician of Con- 
cord. Mrs. Boyd asked $15,000 dam- 
ages, alleging that Dr. Ellis had de- 
famed her character. 

The jury brought in a verdict for 
the defendant. 

The first alleged attempt on the 
lives of the children was made several 
weeks ago when a package of chewing 
gum was found in the yard of Héd- 
ward McPheeters, a nephew of Judge 
Robert McPheeters, of Fulton. Less 
than a week ago another package of 
sum was placed near the gate of the 
McPheeters home. It was found to 
have been sprinkled with strychnine. 
Twice since then packages of gum 
have been, found to cofitain strych- 
nine ' 

The placing of gum on the premises 
in the vicinity of Concord has become 
frequent the last few days. 

All the gum which has been found 
has been preserved and will be ex- 
amined. 

All the families on whose premises 
the poisoned. gum has been placed 
have small children,

RIDLEY SPEAKS 
ON PROHIBITION 


Texas Minister Says the Leg- 
islature Will Bear 
Watching. 


Rev. Caleb O. Ridley, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church, Beaumont, Texas, 
and who is for the fourth time sup- 
plying the Baptist Tabernacle pulpit 
while Dr. Len G. Broughton is away, 
spoke last night on “The Friends and 
Enemies of the Home,” incidentally 
taking a whack at the prohibition sit- 
uation in Georgia and paying his re- 
spects to the present legislature. 

He spoke of the recent prohibition 
campaign in Texas wherein the prohis 
lost by 6,000 or 7,000 votes but in senti- 
ment and fact actually won the fight. 

In gqiscussing the friends of the 
home he spoke of good laws and good 
officers, declaring that a law, although 
it be a good law, but if it is not en- 
forced becomes a curse, 

He complimented Atlanta as a pro- 
gressive and splendid city but said it 
was a strange thing that her police of- 
ficers never even tried to enforce the 
near-beer screen law until they were 
driven to it. : He said there was only 
one of two explanations: They were 
either ignorant of the law and there- 
fore ignorant of their sworn duty as 
officers, or else they were in league 
with crime. : 

He pleaded with the people to use 
all the influence they had with the leg- 
islature to have them pass the near- 
beer bill now pending in the house. 
He said the legislature would bear 
watching—that any set of men who 
could pass an anti-lobbying bill one 
day and accept the paid-for privileges 
of the brewers the next would bear 
watching, and this he affirmed was 
what the. legisiature did in going to 
Macon Saturday when several thou- 
sand bottles of beer had been provid- 
ed for their refreshing. 

He spoke to splendiq congregations 
both morning and night. He is very 
popular with Dr. Broughton’s church 
and elsewhere over the state, as was 
evidenced by the many visitors pres- 
ent to greet him yesterday. Some have 
come from extreme south Georgia to 
meet their former pastor and friend.

Before arbitration is resorted to, 
even in cases where both countries 
agree that the difference is suscepti- 
ble of arbitration, the commission of 
inquiry shall investigate the dispute 
with a view of recommending a set- 
tlement without arbitration. 

The commission, at request of either 
government, will delay its findings one 
year to give an opportunity for diplo- 
matic settlement. 

The senate will ratify the terms of 
submission of each dispute to arbitra- 
tion. 


CHAMPION CONVICT REFUSES 
TO APPEAR AGAINST JEERER 


Twenty-three times in the chain 
gang himself, and with a record of 
208 times in jail, George L. Smith, 
whose title of “North Carolina’s ex- 
convict and boldest and bravest blind 
tiger man,” was the innocent cause 
of a fellow bit of driftwood being ar- 
rested last Saturday. 

“No, sir, I never had him locked up. 
I've been there myself and I know 
what it is,” said Smith in the husky 
half-tones which the ravages of lung 
trouble have left him of his voice. “I 
won’t appear against him either—lI 
don’t want to put anybody ‘there.’” 

The man arrested was charged sim- 
ply with being drunk, owing to Smith's 
expressed desire not to push the case 
of disorderly conduct. For some days 
Smith has been on the streets selling 
the story of his life, and the drunk 


man proteeded to jeer at his spiel. 


“Ish all a lie, ’taint nothin’ true,’ 
he said, without means to prove or 
back up his assertion. He was then 
locked up. 

Smith’s story runs that he was born 
in Sampson county, North Carolina, 33 
years ago. As a boy he came from a 
respectable family and he had a good 
start in the world. Reverses sent 
him into the blind tiger business, 
where he went steadily downward un- 
fil he reformed several years ago. An 
Outline of his jail record reads “23 
times on the chain gang, 208 times 
in jail, 64 times driven out of towns 
or counties and four times ordered to 
leave the state by judges.” 

The sale of Smith’s book is to de- 
fray the expenses of his southern trip, 
which was necessary to save his life. 
His voice is gone from lung trouble, 
and his life is threatened. Attired in 
a convict coat he has attracted much 
attention on the corners during the 
past week.

BATTLE PRACTICE |CARS PELTED 


FOR AEROPLANES 


Navy of United States Will 
3 Tryout War in the 
Air. 


‘ 


Washington, August 6.—Battle prac- 
tice between aeroplanes anq DbDattle- 
ships, a mode of warfare which the na- 
vies of the world have begun to in- 
vestigate, will have it first trial in 
connection with the United States navy 
off Provincetown, Mass., a week from 
tomorrow when a series of tests be- 
tween flying machines and the guns 
of the great Atlantic fleet battleships 
wil] take place. Heretofore the battle- 
ships have had some practice at aer- 
jal targets suspended from large box 
kites, but tuese trials did not approxi- 
mate the actual conditions that would 
arise when an aeroplane in free flight 
soars over a fleet. 

The aeroplanes will be fitted with 
pontoons enabling them to arise from 
and alight upon the water. The avia- 
tors will try to drop dummy bombs on 
the gecks of the ships, while the naval!) 
gunners will try to keep their ma- 
chine guns sighted upon the planes 
long enough to enable them to claim 
a theoretical hit 

At night the searchlights will try 
“o pick up the aeroplanes, a task real- 
ized to be vastly more difficult than 
the discovery of a boat on a flat sur- 
face. Then one of the swift scout 
cruisers is to be sent out to sea and 
an aviator will endeavor to locate her 
and report her position by wireless to 
the fleet off the coast. 


An attempt will also be made to 
use the pianes to convey messages be- 
tween the ships and the shore.

There is nothing more vital in the with missles and 


expression of the life of any race than 
its music.

They Speed to Coney 
Island Through Lines of 
1,200 Policemen.

New York, August 6—~The Coney 
Island and Brooklyn Railroad Com- 
pany ran half-empty cars nine hours 
today between twenty mile 
1,200 policemen. As a result of the 
attendant riots, four persons are in 
the hospital tonight, one of them 
probably mortally hurt, perhaps forty 
more are suffering from the effects of 
stones and brickbats and twenty-five 
strikers and their sympathizers are 
under lock and key. 

The first car out of the, barns left 
at 9:45 o’clock. It passed through sin- 
gle files of bluecoats, fringing hos- 
tile crowds of thousands and reached 
its destination safely, after having 
picked up half a dozen passengers. 
Awed by the heavy guard, the strike 
sympathizers did not molest it. Not 
an hour later the second car began 
running, thereafter service was main- 
tained at irregular intervals until 8 
o'clock’ tonight when the police were 
notified that no more cars would 
be run for twelve hours. 

As the day advanced the crowds be- 
came uglier, and double crews were 
placed upon all cars on the three lines 
affected by the strike. A. policeman 
stood beside the two motormen and 
plain clothes men riding in threes 
and fours over the system stood ready 
to repel attacks upon crews and pas- 
sengers.

WOMAN'S RIGHTS 
STRONGLY URGED

with man will the circle of love be 
completed. The hand that rocks the 
cradle should be freed of its shackles, 
and woman should have representation 
in making the laws that govern her- 
self and the lives of her offspring. 

“It is no use to go back to the 
conditions of 60 years ago. Condl- 
tions have changed; the loom has been 
transferred from the home to the town 
and city factories; the tallow dip has 
yielded to the incandescent light; all 
social and industrial transformations 
call for business women, and demand and 
prophecy the time when working wom- 
en shall have a voice in the affairs of 
government. For good or ill the equal 
franchise is coming. 

No Sound Argument, 

“The refusal of the Georgia legisla- 
ture to allow women to practice law 
in the state has no sound argument 
to support it, and shows us to- be not 
yet out of the dark ages. 

“Without question it would be wrong 
for all women to enter the practice of 
law; but the vast majority of women 
will still fill only the home places. 
And what harm can come of allowing 
the exceptional woman to enter the 
profession of law? \ 

“The depravity of women in ancient 
days may have led Paul to command 
their silence in the churches; but gure- 
ly the women of Georgia are entitled 
to representation in religious and pub- 
lic affairs. 

“Formerly the home was the only 
field open to women; now they have 
entered all modern occupations, except 
four; have made high averages for 
themselves; and one of the blots upon 
our escutcheon is the fact that we 
continue to pay women lower wages 
than men for the same class of work. 

“And this social war rages more 
fiercely in the home than anywhere 
else. So long as woman is considered 
inferior to man the.standard of morals 
will vary according to sex. Man, free 
of the restraint and restrictions that 
hedge the woman ina, is permitted all 
indulgencies and is received into so- 
ciety, marries and makes a home: 
while for the same things woman is 
sent into the streets or to the re- 
formatory. It is wrong: the same 
morai standard should apply to man 
and woman.” 

Fewer Diveorees Soon. 

Drink and divorce, too, were touched 
upon, and in this connection Dr. Siler 
said that “some day this state would 
be Christian enough to refuse to grant 
divorces, except for the one Scriptural 
ground,” and that “drinking, deserting 
husbands would be classed with com- 
mon criminals.” 

This inequality of man and woman is 
responsible, thinks Dr. Siler, for the 
social evils and accounts for the friv- 
olous pursuits of women. “Make a 
woman see that she is needed and 
wanted in the rea! business of life, and 
bridge and whist will be laid down,” 
said the preacher. 

In conclusion Dr. Siler said that 
“woman would always remain the 
queen of the home, and that what is 
needed is a king in the home.”

TO AVOID GIANT RATTLESNAKE 
LINEMAN LEAPS FROM HIGH POLE 


Gainesville, Ga., August 6.—(Special) 
Finding a coiled rattlesnake about 
three inches above his head on the 
cross-arm of a telegraph pole he had 
climbed Saturday afternoon, Clarence 
Rainey, a young lineman for a local 
telephone company, made no effort to 
defend himself from the reptile, but 
shaking his “climbers” loose, dropped 
40 feet to the ground. Fortunately, 
he landed in soft ground, on his feet 
and unhurt. 

Rainey says that when he saw the 
snake he was preparing to adjust his 


life belt. It is presumed that if he 


had arranged that belt, the suake, 
which was coiled to strike, would have 
bitten the lineman before he could 
disengage himself from the pole. The 
huge rattler was brought down by 
throwing a rope over the pole, and 
when measured was found to be 36 
inches long, an inch and a half in cir- 
cumference, and with nine rattles.

FOR FIRST TIME IN CITY 


Opening with the charming music 
from “Fra Diavolo,” Dr. Percy J.

nious production. 


Chopin’s “Marche Funebre,” played 
by request, was heard in profound si- 
lence by the appreciative audience, the 
organ lending itself most beautifully 
to ‘the unexcelled masterpiece. 

The @verture to “Fra Diavolo,” vi- 
vacious; militant and exhilarating, was 
enthusiastically applauded, and the 
Berceuse, by Beryaud, which followed, 
evoked deep admiration by its delicate 
charm and soft modulations. 

Dr. Starnes chose “The Last Rose of 
Summer” as the theme for his impro- 
visation, and by his skilled manipula- 
tion of the big organ and the echo or- 
gan pleased and delighted his audience. 

Tschaikowsky’s “Valse de Fleurs,” 
the concluding number of the “Nut- 
Cracker Suite,” was also the conclud- 
ing number on the program of the aft- 
ernoon. 
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Ancient and Modern Drama. 
In all drama which would giy.§ ¢i- 
rect expression to reveries, to .e 
speech of the soul with itself, there 
is some device that checks the rapidity 
of dialogue. When Oedipus speaks 
out of the most vehement passion he 
is conscious of the presence of the 
chorus, men before whom he must 
keep wu appearance, ‘Children latest 
born of Cadmus’ line who do not 
share his passion. Nobody is hurried or 
breathless. We listen to reports and 
distuss them, taking part as it were 
in a council of state. Nothing hap- 
pens before our eyes. The dignity of 
Greek drama, and in a lesser degree 
of that of Corneille and Racine, de- 
pends, as contrast with the troubled 
like of Shakespearean drama, on an 
almost even speed of dialogue, and on 
aso continuous exclusion of the anima- 
tion of common life, that thought re- 
mains lofty and language rich. 
Shakespeare, upon whose stage every- 
thing may happen, even the binding 
of Gloster, and who has no formal 
check except what is implied in the 
slow, elaborate structure of blank 


verse, obtains time for reverie by an

often encumbering euphuism, and by 
such a loosening of his plot as will 
give his characters the leisure to look 
at life from without. Ma@eterlinck, to 
name the first modern of the old way 
who comes to mind—reaches the same 
end, by choosing, instead of human 
beings, persons who are as faint as a 
breath upon a looking-glass, symbols 
who can speak a languaze slow and 
heavy with dreams, because their own 
life is but dream. Modern drama, on 
the other hand, which accepts the 
tightness of the classic plot, while ex- 
pressing life directly, has been driven 
to make indirect its expression of the 
mind, which it leaves to be inferred 
from some commonplace sentence or 
gesture as we infer it in ordinary life: 
and this is, I believe, the cause of the 
perpetual disappointment of the hope 
imagined this hundred years that 
France or Spain or Germany or Scan- 
dinavia will at last produce the master 
we await.
